WASHINGTON (^) — An 


unexpected heavy early vote 
was rolled up in the election 
today. 


Americans, 
choosing be- 


tween Republicans and Demo- 
crats to control the new con- 
gress, showed none of the 
apathy that both sides had 
said they feared. 


And in much of the East and 


parts of the Midwest the voters 
had to face bad weather—i am 01 
snow—to get to the polls. 


Just how the weather might af- 


fect the outcome was a question 
the politicians were pondering. Bad 
weather ordinarily tends to cut 
down rural voting more than 
it 


does r-itv voting, and traditionally 
ihe GOP has 
been stronger m 


rural sections than in big cities. 


GOT Ahead In Kansas 


Fust returns of any consequence 


came from normally Republican 
Kansas which has a system of 
counting through the day instead 
of waiting until the polls close as 
s done in most states. These le- 
uins sent 
GOP candidates for 


governor and senator off to a lead. 


However, the first figures from 
6 scattered Kansas precincts were 
oo fragmentary to have any sub- 
stantial meaning. No figures were 
available for comparison with what 
he same precincts did in previous 
lections. 
How much the last minute get- 
ut-the-vote prodding- by President 
Eisenhower, Adlai Stevenson and 
ther leaders on both sides had to 
o with it was uncertain, but frag- 


mentary early surveys suggested

URBANA — All Illinois farmers 


ar« urged to fill out the advance 
farm census questionnaire as soon 
as they receive it in the mail and 
before the census enumerator ar- 
rives. 


W. G. Kammlade. associate dir- 


ector of the Illinois Agricultural 
Extension Service, said today that 
the Extension Service had been 
asked by the Bureau of the Census 
to request the cooperation of all 
farmers in the state to help com- 
plete the 1954 Census of Agricul- 
ture. 


In »ome states where the cen- 


sus taking already is in progress. 
some farmers ha\e seriously de- 
layed the schedule of work be- 
cause they did not complete the ad- 
vance questionnaire before the cen- 
sus taker arrived Kamnilade said. 


Ha\e Letters 


Many Illinois farmers aheady 


have received their copy of the 
questionnaire in the mail and all 
others will get them w-ithm the 
next few dajs Enumerators will 
start their task of collecting the 
questionnaires in nearly all farm 
communities in the state this week 
or next. 


The mail questionnaire used in 


most of the states is accompanied 
by a letter from Director Robert W 
Burgess of the Bureau of the Cen- 
sus This letter also requests each 
individual farm operator to fill in 
the answers and to have the com- 
pleted questionnaire ready for the 
census enumerator when he calls 
at the farm a few days later The 
enumerator will assist the farmers 


in filling out the form if he needs 
help. 


Every five years the Census of 


Agriculture is taken to provide re- 
liable and up-to-date information 
about the business of farming on 
which the people of the United 
States depend for food and raw 
materials A knowledge of 'many 
matters relating to the efficiency 
of the entire agncultural industry 
depends in large part on this in- 
formation.
